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DISCUSS Abb DOLLAR WHEAT 


FARMERS MEETING AT STANDARD 


A group of 140 farmers met at Stan- 
dard on Thursday, November 6th, to 
formulate a resolution appealing to 
the Federal Government to raise the 
initial payment on this year‘s wheat 
crop to a dollar a bushel. 

The resolution was discussed rea- 
sonably, and from all angles; and fin- 
ally passed unanimously. 

The Chairman, Mr N. P. Nelson re- 
ferred to his thirty-eight year’s pro- 
duction of wheat on these western 
plains, and the comparatively few 
profitable crops he had had, during 
these many years. 

Mr Ben Plumer, of Bassano, stres- 
sed the reasonableness of dollar 
wheat. He pointed out that this, after 
all, would only net the grower 75c a 
bushel, for the finest wheat in the 
world. And from this bushel could be 
made forty loaves of the finest bread. 

The U. F. A. President, Mr Robert 
Gardiner, referred to the fact that 
wheat growing is a foundation indus- 
try, and of prime importance in feed- 
ing the nation. And while hogs and 
dairy products are being marketed at 
satisfactory prices, conditions in the 
straight wheat growing areas are very 
seriously affected owing to the Gov- 
ernment policy. 

It was emphasized by Mr Gardiner 
that owing to the short crop this year

ment would fall considerably short of 
the $235 million suggested by the gov- 
ernment, 

An interesting point was brought 
out during the discussion. It was, that 
although acreage bonus payments had 
been made; P.F.A.A. contemplated, 
and the proposed 75c bonus taken into 
consideration, farm income wculd 
still be sufficiently below the 1940 
level to justify dollar wheat, for 1941. 

General satisfaction was expressed 
and felt at the fact that many varied 
groups and interested were support- 
ing this appeal for dollar wheat.

This was far in excess 
of the 32,000 they had called for but} 
since then they had hoped to get 
37,000 men and had_ received only 
something over 24,000. There are now 
110,000 Canadian soldiers overseas. 
Colonel Ralston said that a Committee 
of the Cabinet will continuously ex- 
amine and “determine the most effec- 
tive way in which Canada can keep up 
her fighting forces.” 

The Air Force has no trouble in 
getting men. Hundreds are trying to 
measure up to the exacting qualifica- 
tions. More than 4,000 young men 
are on the waiting list for the Navy.

STABILIZATION 
OF PRICES AND WAGES 


Your Country asks your loyal support 
of this Wartime Measure 


Two NEW CONTROLS have now 


become essential in Canada’s wartime 


design for living. These are: 


(1) Control of Prices 


Commencing November 17, 1941, there 
may be no increase in the prices of goods 
and services generally unless absolutely 
necessary and authorized by the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board. 


(2) Control of Wages 


No employer, with certain limited excep- 
tions, may increase the basic wage rates 
paid to his employees unless authorized 
by a Board on which the Government, 
employers and employees are repre- 
sented. But after February 15, 1942, every 
employer with the same exceptions, will 
be obliged to pay a cost of living bonus 
and to adjust this bonus every three 
months. 


Action Necessary to Stop Inflation 
This Government action has been taken to 
prevent the inflation we knew in the last war, 
and its subsequent depression, unemployment 
and suffering. 

Every housewife knows that prices are 
rising, and rising prices, unless controlled, 
will make it more costly and difficult to finance 
the war. Rising prices, unchecked, will spread 
confusion in industry and trade; will hinder 
production and proper distribution of sup- 
plies; will make the cost of living rise more 
rapidly than wages and salaries; will lessen 
the value of savings; will result in pardaip 
for almost everyone, and especially those wit. 
small incomes. And the result of uncontrolled 
inflation, after the war, when prices drop, will 
again be depression and unemployment. 
Prices cannot be controlled without control 
of wages. Excess profits are, and will con- 
tinue to be, under rigid control. 


Coverage of Wages Stabilization Order 
The Order is applicable to the following 
employers: 
1—Every employer normally subject to the 

Industrial Disputes Investigation Act. 
2—Every employer engaged in the manufac- 

ture of munitions of war, or war supplies, 

or the construction of defence projects. 


3—Every building trades employer with ten 
or more employees. 

4—Every other private employer with fifty or 
more employees. 

The Order does not apply to employers in 
agriculture or fishing, or to hospitals, religi- 
ous, charitable or educational associations 
operated on a non-profit basis. 


Wage Provisions 


Except on written permission of the National 
War Labour Board, no employer may increase 
his basic wage rates. This permission can 
only be given in cases where the Board has 
found the wage rates to be low. Wage rates 
which are unduly high will not have to be 
decreased, but in such cases the Board may 
Bate the employer to defer the cost of living 
onus. 


Cost of Living Bonus 
Every employer covered by the Order must pa 
to all his employees except those above the ran 
of foreman a wartime cost of living bonus. 

Effective November 15,each employer already 
paying a bonus under PC 7440 of December 
16, 1940, shall add to such bonus an amount 
based on the rise in the cost of living index 
for October 1941, above the index number 
used to determine the current amount of the 
bonus. 

Effective February 15, 1942, each employer 
who has not been paying a cost of living 
bonus must begin to pay a bonus based on the 
rise in the index between October, 1941, 
and January, 1942,unless ordered by the Board 
to base the bonus on the rise in the cost of 
living over a longer period. 

The bonus is calculated on the following 
basis: For each rise of one point in the cost of 
living the amount of the bonus shall be 25 
cents per week, except for male workers under 
21 years of age and female workers, who, if 
employed at basic rates of less than $25.00 
per week, shall receive a bonus of 1 percent 
of their basic wage rates. 

These bonuses will be adjusted regularly 
every three months. 


Administration 

The Order will be administered by five 
regional Boards under the direction of a 
National War Labour Board. Labour and 
employers will be represented on each of 
these Boards. Watch for the announcement of 
these Boards to which soquities concerning 
the applicatigg of the Order should be 
directed. 


Whole-Hearted Support Required 


Your Government knows that this policy, as it affects labour, industry, commerce, and 
agriculture, demands a degree of restriction to which Canadians are not accustomed, 
and is directly a wartime measure. It will demand self-discipline and self-control. It 
will need the whole-hearted support of everyone who has the well-being of his fellow 
citizens at heart. But by loyal coroperation, Canadians can have much more assurance

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NEW BULLETIN ON SWEET CORN 


Lethbridge Experimental Station 


A new bulletin, “Sweet Corn in Al- 
berta”, has just been published and 
is available for distribution primarily 
to residents of this province. The in- 
formation it contains has been as- 
sembled and prepared particularly for 
the culture of sweet corn in Alberta. 
This would appear very timely  be- 
cause sweet corn is a popular veget- 
able particularly in that part of Al- 
berta south of Calgary. 

“Sweet Corn in Alberta” was pub- 
lished by the University of Alberta. 
The University bulletins are always of 
interest to this Station but this one is 
of special interest because the horti- 
culturist at this Station has been 
named co-author. Hence a few com- 
ments in regard to the bulletin would 
seem to be in order. 

The growing of sweet corn has 
made very definite progress in Alber- 
ta in the past ten or fifteen years. Not 
so very long ago Squaw corn a field 
variety, was the principal kind used 
for table purposes. Its culture also 
was limited primarily to the southern 
parts of the province. However, 
through the efforts of plant breeders 
better varieties are now available and 
the corn belt is gradually moving far- 
ther north. At one time it was consid- 
ered impossible to grow sweet corn at 
Edmonton. Now, by the use of extra 
early varieties, sweet corn is grown 
in the gardens flanking the Peace 
River. Moreover, sweet corn has be- 
come a very important commercial 
crop in Southern Alberta. It is used 
extensively as a market garden crop 
at Lethbridge, Barnwell, Taber and 
Medicine Hat. Roughly 2200 acres of 
it were used also for canning purposes 
at Taber in 1941. Many such facts are 
found in the bulletin. A striking fact is 
that sweet corn is ready for use at Ed- 
monton about three weeks later than 
at Taber. This is due, not so much to 
the difference in the length of the 
growing season at the two points, but 
more to to the fact that the average 


summer temperatures are higher andj 


more prolonged at Taber. 
The bulletin is one of the most com- 
plete publications of its kind. It con-

ducing hybrid corn seed, registered 
seed, ete., and also how to handle the 
seed before and after it is harvested. 
The student will find this publication 
an invaluable asset because seldom 
is information regarding the botany, 
genetics, food value, etc., of corn 
found compiled together with detailed 
cultural facts. 

The fact that the bulletin deals only 
and in considerable detail with sweet 
corn indicates that increasing emph- 
asis is being placed on the role of veg- 
etables as important commercial 
crops in Alberta. In other parts of 
Canada, where wegetables are consid- 
ered only as home garden items, the 
writers usually deal with them in a 
general way and disregard details. It 
would therefore seem fortunate that 
the University of Alberta and its De- 
partment of Horticulture realize this 
fact and are prepared to encourage 
this phase of commercial agriculture. 

The distribution of the new bulletin 
“Sweet Corn in Alberta”, is entirely 
in the hands of the Department of 
Extension, University of Alberta. A

The Russians eed tanks; they need 
guns; they need airplanes; but there 
is a lot of strength left in them, Take 
the air force, for instance. Its burdens 
are tremendous yet its morale re- 
mains higher than that of any other| 
branch of the Rus- 
sian fighting  ser-, 
vices. It has been; 
able to prevent the 
Luftwaffe, despite | 
the numerical super 
iority of its planes, 
from gaining clear 
cut domination over 
any part of Russian 
held territory. 

Providing the Rus- 
sians are able to re- 
tain anything like 
their present fighting power, it is 
most doubtful if the Germans will be 
able to maintain a_ stabilized 2,000 
mile front without mobilizing a very 
large army in the east. 

What the Russian strength will be 
when the German drive reaches its 
ultimate limits is not now possible to 
predict. We can only be certain of one 
thing—that such weakening as has 
occurred has been at a much slower 
rate than the Germans and most Bar| 


ign observers expected.

If you were able to tour the Russo- 
German front from Murmansk to the 
Black Sea you would get the follow- | 
ing picture—. | 

In the extreme north, along. the’ 
Finnish border, there is comparat- 
ively little activity on either side. At; 
the approaches to Leningrad the Ger-, 
mans are quiescent, with the Russians 
vigorously counter-attacking isolated 
sectors, 

Now it is known for a fact that the 
Russians continue to hold a corridor 
and railway communication in and out 
of Leningrad. The Nazis are maintain- 
ing intense pressure along a_ semi- 
circular front facing Moscow’ with 
Soviet reserves making their power 
felt. For the past week the Germans 
have been ableto score no _ notable 
advance in this sector. Telephoned re- 
ports from Moscow confirm day and 
night aerial activity though German | 
bombers are coming over only in! 
small groups. So far there have been 
no mass raids, 

Very little news is available about 
the vast sector of the front between 
Moscow and the Don Basin. In the 
latter area the Russians continue 
fierce resistance west of Rostov-On- 
Don in th face of concentrated and 
shifting German tank thrusts, accord- 


ing to Soviet reports.

As a result of nearly a month of 
unmitigated offensive action the Ger- 
mans have managed to create a bulge 
into the northern end of the Crimean 
Peninsula but progress has been slow 
and fiercely contested. 

Obviously, the two chief aims of 
Hitler’s Crimean campaign are to gain 
a stepping stone toward the Caucus 
and the capture of the Black Sea nav- 
al base of Sebastopol. He is finding 
the task a formidable one. 

Recent Soviet news reports shed 
some new light on the methods the 
Germans are employing to meet trans- 
Port problems.

The equipment of the 
rural chill rooms is part of this plant, 
apparently, but the locations are not. 
Most of thm are in the back of other 
business premises. Most of the hold- 
ers of lockers in these plants woulki 
be favorable to operation of this plant, 
depending on the operaator and his 
ability. 

The main question before the meet- 
ing, said the chairman, was whether 
or not the locker holders wanted to 
form a co-operative and operate the 
plant themselves, or allow a private 
buyer to take over, and rent lockers 
from him. Discussion on this point 
followed. Finally a standing vote was 
taken. Sixty-five percent voted to try 
a co-operative__ninety percent voted 
to find a buyer. The obvious deduction 
is that all the locker holders want to 
see the plant re-open, in any capacity, 
but that a greater proportion are a 
little dubious about the feasibility of 
a co-operative. 

It was decided to send out a quest- 
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ionnaire to all former locker holders 
asking if they are interested in re-op- 
ening the plant, under what system, 
and whether they might be interested 
financially. 

A motion was carried reinstating 
the investigating committee to carry 
on with the work until the question- 
naires come in, at which time they 
will tabulate the results, and act on 
the vote. If private ownership is in- 
dicated, they will investigate the pos- 
sibilities of a buyer, or buyers, and if 
co-operation is favored, they will call 
another meeting to form a board of 
directors, and to carry out the furth- 
er items that arise. In the meantime, 
the committee feel that no harm can 
be done by advertising for buyers, 
from whom much information may be 
obtained. 

Mr Sewal of Hussar, a member of 
the committee since its formation, 
resigned at the meeting, and was ten- 
dered a vote of thanks for his work. 
Replacing Mr Sewall, J. C. Lawson, 
also of Hussar was elected.
